EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



THE BEAR'S NEST MINE. 

It does not Prove as Rich ns at First 
Reported. 

On Tuesday evening Mr. John Bern- 
hardt and Mr. Win. Venator, who had 
just returned from Alaska, registered at 
the Driard, where they are still guests. 
The former is a prominent banker of 
Hamburg, Germany, and represents the 
syndicate of that city, who have some 
5700,000 invested in the nuieh-tolked-of 
Bear's Nest mine on Douglas Island. 
Mr. Venator is a proininent expert, who 

accompanied Mr. Bernhardt to Alaska 
to report on the character and prospects 
of the claim. 

Although the winter had not suffi- 
ciently broken up to enable him to com- 
plete his investigations as he would 
ttave liked, the expert found nothing in 
the shafts and tunnels explored to justi- 
fy the roseate accounts given to the 
world of the richness of the mine. In 
fact, while not prepared to condemn the 
mine, he was very much disappointed in 
it, as was also Ins brother expert who 
accompanied hint from Germany in the 
interest of the syndicate. 

Before finally reporting on tho value 
of the mine, Mr. Venator will mako a 
more thorough investigation, returning 
to Alaska for that purpose in about a 
fortnight. Mr. Bernhardt remains iu 
t his city until the work of the experts 
is completed. Neither he nor the 

scientists who accompanied him on his 
visit to the mine are very sanguine over 
the prospects. 

Despite the fact that the mine does 
not fully justify the expectations of tho 
Gorman syndicate they will not attempt 
to unload their Htock ; if the mine is a 
failure they ate prepared to bear the 
loss that failure will entail, if it proves 
rich they will enjoy thu profits derived 
from it.

London, April !). — As predicted in 
last night's despatches, it is now asserted 
upon unquestionable authority that the 
action of Homo Seeretury Matthews In 
tho case of the brothers Richard and 
Geo.

THE TAX ON UEER. 

The action of the brewers in urging 
Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, to remit a portion of tho exist-

sure too great for even obstinate 
Goschen to withstand.

An Undiscovered Country to be 
Penetrated this Summer. 



Hills of Copper null Rivers Whose Hanks 
a White Man has Never Trod— 
Methods of the Explorers. 



San Francisco, April ".—The lead- 
ing members of the Alaska exploring 
expedition Bent out by \V. J. Arkell, of 
New York, have arrived here. They 
me E. H. Wells, A. B. Shantz and E. 
J. (Have. Thursday they will sail in 
the United States steamer Patterson for 
Alaska, and will not return until No- 
vember. The expedition when fully or- 
ganized will consist of about twonty- 
live men, including scouts, guides, ser- 
vants and Chilcut Indians. The leaders 
of the expedition are travelers of ex- 
perience. Wellcr, who has charge of 
the party, is a Cinoiunatti journalist 
who hist year made a journey of 2,0110 
miles in Alaska. Glove is an African 
explorer. He returned from the dark 
continent in September lost, where he 
Was located six years, two years with 
Stanley and four years at a missionary 
post on the upper Congo. He is the 
artist of the expedition. Upon his re- 
turn from Alaska Glave will again visit 
Africa. Sohantz is a Los Angeles man 
who for the past five years has been 
connected with the New York Tribune. 
He is an astronomer and scientist, and 
for many years was connected with the 
Allegheny observatory, under Professor 
Langley. In speaking of the expedition 
Wells said : 

We have the use of the steamer Pat- 
terson fiom here to Juneau, Alaska, 
leaving San Francisco Thursday and 
Port Towusend April 23. We intend to 
visit those portions of Alaska that have 
never been explored. We will explore 
the Yukon and White rivers and the 
unknown Copper regions. I am of the 
opinion that there is located tboro the 
highest mountain of the American con- 
tinent. There is certainly a range of 
gigantic peaks there which ono might 
call the Andes of the north. Some of 
these 1 saw last year from the Yukon. 
Tho White river and its tributaries have 
never been explored, and are not even 
mapped. The coast mirvcy department 
utilized considerable of my material sc- 
oured last year, which appears on the 
now map of Alaska issued three weeks 
ago. 

There is in all probability a mountain 
of copper in the undiscovered portion of 
iho country, and many valuable min- 
ing locations. Alaska lias novijr been 
explored overland in Hummer, and in 
winter only by means of dogs. We will 
I o in for u period of live months, return- 
ing io the steamer at Juneau about .Sep- 
tember Ifjth, Wo expect to go up 
Wiiite river and return ou Cooper river, 
and then explore the coast for 600 miles 
to Juneau in Indian canoes, Wo carry 



with us an outfit weighing fully a ton, 
which includes a Hi-foot canvas boat and 
many scientific instiumonts. When we 
arrivo at Chilcut our out fit and Buppliet 
will be divided and placed on the backs of 
Indians. At tho start wo will make a 
portage of twelve duys from Cbileat to 
what is supposed to bo the White river, 
100 miles distant.

Mining Operations Delayed by the Severe 
Wintor-The Rush to the Yukon

The steamship George W. Elder, 
which arrived at Port Towusend on 
Tuesday, biought advices from Alaska 
to April 2nd. 

The round trip was made in VI days. 
On board the steamer were three pri- 
soners in charge of an officer. They are 
under sentence of the district court at 
Sitka to- terms in the California, peni- 
tentiary. 

Winter still holds on in Alaska and 
mining operations are delayed in conse- 
quence. Prospectors at Juneau are pa- 
tiently waiting for the snow to disap- 
pear so they can stt.rt out. 

Work on the Bear Nest has been tem- 
porarily suspended and will not be re- 
sumed until the ground is clear of snow. 

The rush to the Yukon is not so great 
as during previous years since its dis- 
covery. Nearly all who are going in 
have been there before and hove groat 
faith in it as a future mining camp. 

The schooner *Vd venture will sail for 
the westward in a fow days ou a pros- 
pecting aud trading expedition. James 
McCauley and '•. . C Campbell will take 
passage on her for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the mineral resources of that 
vast section of Alaska and of which lit- 
tle is known. However, the prospector 
and miner is gradually wending bis way 
to that section and before many years its 
merits will be well known. 

A term of court will be held iu Jun- 
eau about the 20th of May, Marshal 
Porter having received the necessary 
money for that purpose. 

Two uienijjeie recently arrested in 
Douglas City for conducting a dance 
house, and brought to Juneau before 
Judge Williams, and fined $100 and 
costs. 

Alaska's wealtk of coAr, 
The opening up of several coal mines 
during tho coming summer will add a 
new feature to the mining industry of 
Alaska. It has long been known to 
exist in largo bodies along tho west 
coast of Alaska, but of late years some 
very promising prospects have been dis- 
covered in south eastern Alaska. On 
Admiralty Island Messrs. McClosky; 
Brady and others are engaged in open- 
ing what promises to be an extensive 
deposit of a superior quality of coal. 

These parties have done considerable 
work and judging from the good allow- 
ing thus far made they are confident of 
having a big thing. On thu same island 
Captain James Carroll and Charles 
Wells have an excellent prospect and 
on which they expended considerable 
money last season and will resume oper- 
ations again this coming summer and 
will continue until they are thoroughly 
Batisued as to its merits. Messrs. N. A. 
Fuller and John Treadwell are, negoti- 
ating for a tract of coal land to the west- 
ward for a consideration of $60,000, 
This property is in the vicinity of Cook's 
inlet and if the bargain should be con- 
summated Mr. Fuller will go there and 
personally superintend its development, 
The opening of one or two coal mines in 
this portion of Alosko will be a valuable 
assistance in the development of other 
mineral industries. 

FOUR PROSPECTORS DROWNED. 

Concerning the drowning of William 
Bennett and a Mr. Mitchell near Point 
Arden, on Admiralty Island, March 
loth, mid the finding ot whose bodies 
has been previously reported, the Elder 
brings the intelligence that Frank Muz- 
zey and John Ackerson, prospectors, 
were also drowned at the same time. 
The first two were in one boat, and 
Muz/.ey and John Ackerson in another. 
From indications it appears that the 
first boat became wind-bound at the 
mouth of Takou inlet and the second 
boat overtook it aud the occupants of 
the two went, into camp together, mail- 
ing a favorable opportunity tc cro.«, mill 
when the weather was favorable both 
started, and when off Point Arden, on 
Admiralty Island, they were struck by 
a squall and both boats wero capsized 
and drifted on tho rock-bound shores, 
where they went to pieces. 

John Ackerson was o young man 
about 36 years of age, and was engaged 
iu business in Douglas City. 

Frank Muzzey whb h young man 
about .'iS years, has been a resident of 
Alaska since 1SS5, having como from 
Mont una. 

William H. Bennett was a man of 
Ii0 or 45 years of age. Ho came to the 
country in 187-1 from Salt Lake and 
went to tho Cassiar mines in British Co- 
lumbia) where be followed the lifo of u 
prospector and miner. In 187'd or 1SS0 
be went to Paget Sound, and thence 
went to Victoria and started into busi 
ness by opening a fruit, vegetable und 
lish market. In tho spring of 1887 he 
was att racted to the gold Soldo of the 
Yukon, whither he went and remained 
ono season, but not meeting with the 
success anticipated, returned to Juneau 
and remained there and at Douglas 
City. 

Mr. Mitchell was a new comer, hav- 
ing arrived last summer and followed 

wood-cutting for a livelihood, He was 
-i young man of Industrious habits anil 
hail many friends. 

Four days later a roport reached 
Janeau that another boat containing 
Charles Laul and II. McCube had ids i 
been lost with both her passengers, 
There are hopes that the hitter may hu 
saved, the steamer Lone Fisherman hav- 
ing been at once dispatched to their 
rescue.

Ottawa, April 9. — A most important 
declaration of the ministerial policy was 
made this afternoon in committee on the 
tariff resolution. The opposition mem- 
bers had strongly attacked tho in- 
creased duties on tho ground that they 
would lead to retaliation on the part of 
the United States. 

Hon. Mr. Foster said there wan no do- 
sire on the part of the government to pro- 
voke retaliation, but the time had arrived 
when Canada must tread her own road, 
regardless of the wishes of any foreign 
country. Canada hud waited years in 
vain for reciprocity with tho United 
States, and must DOW act in her own in- 
terests and not assume the part of a 
craven. 

Tho debart! was continued <dl tho 
evening, in the course of which Mr. 
Barnard corrected some statements made 
by the members, of the opposition that 
displayed their ignorance of the re- 
sources of British Columbia. Mr. Bar- 
nard contended that the farmers and 
ranchers of the province could raise all 
the beef and mutton required for home 
consumption, but the population and 
property had increased so rapidly thao 
ihe raisers of mutton wero not able to 
keep pace therewith. 

A number of resolutions were adopted. 

During the afternoon session Sir John 
Macdonald said it was his painful duty 
to call the attention of the House to the 
melancholy fact that another honored 
member bad deceased, and no doubt 
both sides of tho House would feel 
deeply affected by this evidence of the 
uncertainty of human life. The late 
Mr. Chisliolin was a gentleman of great 
respectability, wdio had earned his 
position by acquiring the good will and 
respect of all who knew him on 
the shores of the Pacific.

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TRAMWAY GUARANTEES. 



The application that has been made 
to tho Legislature for guarantees by the 
Victoria and New Westminster Tram- 
way companies appears to us to bo quite 
reasonable. There is nothing inconsis- 
tent with the general policy of theUov- 
ernment in giving these companies what 
thoy ask. The roads which they pro- 
pose to open arc for the benefit of the 
public. They will do much to develop 
the parts of the country through which 
they run and to increase the prosperity 
of the cities which are their termini. 

The Government, as u matter of 
course, bears all the expense of making 
and maintaining high roads to Esqui- 
mau, to Saanioh, and between New 
Westminster and Vancouver. It incurs 
this expense in order to accommodate 
the taxpayers without expecting a single 
cont in tho way of direct profit. The 
money expended on these roads is well 
invested and brings in indirectly a good 
return< In the same way tho tram- 
ways are intended for the accommo- 
dation ami convenience of the public, 
and if the Government can aid them 
without doing an injustice to otliei 
parts of the province, ami without 
spending more than is ccumnensurati 
with tho advantages which are to be de- 
rived from their construction, it is in 
the line of what it has hitherto recog- 
nized as its duty. 

Before the tramway was laid in this 
city the Company asked the Corporation 
for a guarantee, which it, with the 
hearty consent of the majority of the 
ratepayers, granted. That guarantee 
was of considerable advantage to the 
Company, and tho city of Victoria is 
not likely to be the worst) by one single 
dollar for extending it. The credit ol 
tho city has helped the Company to 
raise the money it required, and no one 
now believes that the guarantee given 
to the Tramway Company need really 
bo reckoned among the city's liabilities. 

Tho extension of the tramway to 
Esquimau, to Saanioh and to other out- 
lying places is a legitimate enterprise 
which will, in course of time, 
he sure lu be profitable both 
to the shareholders and to the 
the people of this part of the island of 
both town and country. In giving a 
moderate guarantee t he province runs 
no riik at all. The guarantee will help 
the projectors and will not hurt the 
taxpayers. Why then should it not 
be given J A few days ago the Legisla- 
ture with the approbation of every in- 
telligent taxpayer in tho province guar- 
anteed the bonds of the ShuaWap and 
Okanagon Railway. The chief argu- 
ment of those who advocated the pass- 
i(jo of ibe measure was that the provin 
cial guarantee would give material aid 
to the Company which had* undertaken 
to construct the road, while the pro- 
vince took no risk at all. This in the 
opinion of those best able to form an in- 
telligent opinion on the matter is pre- 
cijely the position in which the Govern- 
ment will stand if it extends tho guar- 
antees applied for to tho extension of 
the Victoria tramway system to Esqui- 
mau and tho other rural districts in the 
neighborhood of that city and to the 
tramway to be laid between the cities of 
New Westminster and Vancouver. This 
latter project, as far as we can learn, has 
the hearty approval of tho citiz- 
ens of the two cities and of 
the inhabitants of the whole 
district in which they are situated. 
And we are not at all surprised that 
this is the case. A road which will 
make the communication between, those 
cities frequent and cheap, which 
will iu tact make thein twin cities, can- 
not but do a very groat deal towards in- 
creasing and accelerating'the prosperity 
of both, and will also help very mate- 
rially towards the development of the 
intervening tract of country. The help 
which tho province is asked to give to- 
wards tho establishment of this line of 
oUctrie tramway is not very great. A 
guarantee of four per cent, on $125,000 
cannot bo said to lie more than the 
paople of that part of the province have 
reason to expect. The province is not 
asked to givo towards these projects one 
ceut of ready money, ami as we have 
already said, the prospect is that it will 
not bo required to pay out of the trea- 
sury iu tho shape of interest on their 
bonds, one single dollar, 

Wo have no doubt that the majority 
in tho Legislature seeing tho benefit 
which these lines of tramway will be to 
the sections of the province in which 
thoy are situated and tho very small rink 
which tho province will run, will readily 
grant tho guarantees applied for.

Sugar is said to 
bo strong in the lobby, and every man 
who is open to the kind "f influence 
which that institution exercises will be 
approached in order to induce him to 
vote for a duty higher than the McKin- 
ley standard. There is evidently going 
to be a fight over the sugar duties. 

We observe, however, that, hides ex- 
cepted, there is no protest made against 
the proposed high duties on farm pro- 
ducts. There are men, particularly in 
the West, who say that the protection 

tiered to the farmer is a delusion and a 
snare, that it will not have the slightest 
effect in improving his position, which, 
according to the best authorities, great- 
ly nceus improving. The way to help 
him, it is contended, is to lower tho ta- 
riff generally so that he will be able to 

i at less expense and to work his land 
. lower cost. It is s,de to conclude

The Government majority in the 
Quebec Assembly did not, after all, 
venture to expel Mr. Leblanc for hiving 
t he audacity to accuse a colleague and u 
supporter of Mr. Mercier of being con 
eerned in an improper transaction 
Some of that majority were determined 
to proceed to extremities against the 
plucky member for Laval, but more 
prudent counsels prevailed, and just 
before the Legislature was prorogued, 
Mr. Mercier himself moved an amend- 
ment to the resolution which declared 
Mr. Leblano's seat vacant. This amend- 
ment was a very lamo one but it an- 
swered the purpose of getting the 
Government out of the very unpleasant 
predicament in which it was placed by 
the spitefulness and the bad temper of 
some of its supporters. Mr. Leo-lane 
therefore was not punished for calling 
the attention of the House and the 
country to a transaction which, in spite 
of the favorable report of the majority 
of the committee, will not raise the 
character of the Mercisr Government in 
the estimation of the people of the 
Dominion 1 . The opinion, so generally 
entertained, that tho politicians of the 
Province of Quebec are ready when 
opportunity offers to take advantage of 
their public positions to advance their 
private interests, will not be changed by 
the revelations of what is known as 
"The Table Rock Scandal."

Tin- Striken nt Chicago. 

Chicago, Ills., April 8. — The plum- 
bers strike is still on, us nil the. dlfllcul- 
tioa between the two set:' of belligerents 
have not been adjusted. At last flight's 
conference the master plumbers agreed 
to pay a minimum of $3.50 u day for ull 
journeymen, and an increase of 2.3 per 
cent, for the juniors. The journeymen 
plumbers are satisfied with the decided 
advance, although it was by no means 
what they demanded. The juniors, 
however, who struck to aid the journey- 
men, are not satisfied with the 'Jo per 
cent, increase, and that is the hitch nt 
this morning's conference of the two 
arbitration committees. The carpen- 
ters strike is still tin, although the men 
will probably appoint an arbitration 
committee this afternoon to confer with 
the master carpenters. The strikers 
say that no mora than twenty-seven are 
at work within the city limits to-iluy. 
They feel much encouraged. 

A Shocking ]f order. 

Initia, A. T., April 8. — News has 
leached here of the brutal murder of 
Charles Goodwin, a Creek Indian re- 
siding near Tulare. The victim was 
chopped to pieces us he lay sleeping in 
the house, with ids family about him, 
and circumstances point to his wife as 
the perpetrator of the crime. Goodwin 
had of late been prosecuting some of his 
wife's relatives for horse stealing. 

Obituary. 

Washington, April 8. — Win. W. 
Warden, formerly Washington corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Enquirer, 
and at one time private secretary to 
President Andrew Johnson, died this 
morning of paralysis, after a lingering 
illness. Warden has been practicing 
law in the District of Columbia in re- 
cent years. 

An l.i'lio of (lie Storm. 

Minneapolis, Minn., April 8. — A 
special to the Tribune from Burlington, 
la., on Sunday night says : It is re- 
ported here that Prophfltstowri, Ills., 
vtraa blown away to-night by a cyclone. 
All the wires are down and no particu- 
lars can be had. 

Nol Proven. 

Washington, 1). C, Aprils. — Secre- 
tary Tracy to-day approved the findings 
in the court-martial of Commander .1. 
B. Coughlan, recently of the Mohican. 
The court-martial finding was a verdict 
of "not proven." The charge was that 
he wrote an article for the Vallejo, 
Cala., Chronicle, which criticised the 
action of bis superior officers. This, in 
naval regulations, constitutes a breach 
of discipline. For this he was tried, 
but the editor of the paper was the 
only person by whom the charge could 
be proven, and he refused to appear be- 
fore the court. As there is no law to 
compel the attendance of witnesses before 
a civil court-martial, and as Commander 
Coughlan entered a plea of not guilty 
to the charge, the court rendered a ver- 
dict in accordance with the evidence be- 
fore it, and found a verdict of not guilty. 

Chinese Immigration Statistics. 

Washington, 1>. t!., April 8. — The 
.Secretary of the Treasury sent to the 
Senate to-day, in response to a resolu- 
tion adopted March 28th, a statement 
of tho arrival and departure of Chinese 
persons ftoni the port of San Francisco 
from August 2nd, 1SS2. Tho secretary 
says that the examination of the files 
and records of the office discloses many 
allegations of infractions of the law re- 
lating to the exclusion of Chinese labor- 
ers, but, except in a very few instances, 
the allegations are not supported by 
tangible or reliable proof. The alleged 
violations appear to consist mainly in the 
use of fraudulent certificates, smuggling 
across tho northern and southern fron- 
tiers of Chinese laborers, and the exist- 
ence among the Chinese residents in 



this country and Canada, of a general 
system for tho fraudulent landing of 
Chinese laborers within the territory of 
the United States. No proofs or allega- 
tions are on SIo, so far as the secretary 
knows, concerning; complicity of tho offl 
oers of the government in such fr-.udu 
lent transactions. A statement pre- 
pared by the bureau of stat- 
istics shows that there arrived 
from China at the port of 
San Francisco during the six months 
ending December 31st, 1SS9, Chinese 
persona of the following occupations in 
the number named : Actors 12, clerks 
20, cooks 1, druggists 10, goldsmiths 2, 
merchants 404, mining engineers 2, 
pawnbrokers 8, physicians 3, shoe- 
makers 10, students 4, persons without 
occupation 241. Total 81)2. All of 
these were males, with the exception of 
221 of the persons coining under tho 
head of those without occupation. Tho 
departures during the same period were 
5,652.

The Levy Concert, 

The appearance of Levy, the great 
cornetist, at The Victoria this evening, 
while a pleasant announcement to the 
people in general, is creating great inter- 
est among musicians.

The ui tide on tho "Quieting Titles" 
bill goes on to refer to an instance of 
what it terms " hidden deviltry," and 
informs its readers, that a clause in the 
" Charitable Donation Act" was tam- 
pered with (it does not say by whom or 
how) ami that but for the vigilance of 
Mr. Beaven would have become law. 

In this instance there was neither 
tampering with, nor change, the fact 
being that upon a trilling irregularity 

being pointed out, the bill was re-coin- 

mittea, and then passed by the House 
to a third reading in precisely the siune 
terms, as before the irregularity was 
discovered.
